PROHIBITORY LEGISLATION, 


A prohibitory law that does not 


prohibit is several degrees worse than 
© license law that does prohibit te the 
extent to which it is intended to pro- 
hibit; for the reason that a lawywhich 
is violated with impunity brings all 
law into contempt and breeds general 
lawlessness and disorder in the State. 

\ prohibitory law can only prohibit 
when backed by approving and vigil- 
ant public opinion. The law against 
murder is effective only because an 
overwhelming majority of the people 
are opposed to murder and readily 
lond their assistance to the appiehen- 
tion of the murderer, Similarly a 
law prohibiting the manufacture and 

ile of intoxicating liquors ean only 
be enforeed when the peaple want it 
nforeed and are prepared to assist 
in enforcing it, 

There is no reason to believe that 
public opinion in this 
day is strongly in favor of prohibitory 
legislation or that the publie gener- 
ally would exert themselves to secure 
the enforcement of such law, A legis- 
lature that would place such law on 
books therefore 
imposing on the Government

the statute would 
only be 
un impossible task in the present state 
of publie opinion; and by passing a 
law that could not be enforced would 
invite public disregard for their legis- 
lation generally, 

While it is desirabie that a Govern- 
ment and a Legislature be leaders of

adininistration of a Government and 
the legislation of a Parliament can 
not and should not run toa much in 
advance of public opinion. In demo- 
eratic countries, the people rule and 
have a right to rule, and no Govern- 
ment and no ‘Legislature, however

Ne the wishes of the people in order 
to govern according to their own opin- 
ions, however strongly they may be 
convinced of the correctness of those 
opinions, It is the privilege of the 
members alike of a Gpvernment and 
a Legislature to advocate their opine 
ions as strongly as they may deem 
but it is not their privilege to 
impose those views upon the public 
in the form of laws against the public 
wish 

To those who are concerned in miti- 
gating the evils of intemperance, and 
who believe that these would be per.

| SPORTING NEWS 


EDMONTON WINS FIRST. * 


Before one of the largest crowds in 
the history of Edmonton hockey the 
Seniors last night defeated the Battleford 
team by a score of 10 td 8 At the cross- 
over the score was 6 to 2 in their favor 
while in the second half Battleford piled 
up «ix goals to the home team’s two. 
The immense crowd that thronged the 
rink had come to the building filled 
with pent-up enthusiasm and it only re- 
qui a close contest to make the ex- 
citement intense. When Edmonton, how- 
ever, broke away at the start and scored 
eight hefote their opponents had secured 
a tally the apparent one-sidedness of the 
contest considerably lessened the interest 
Which could not even be aroused when 
Battleford came along at a whirlwind 
tate in the second period. 

At a first glanee it would appear os 
if Fdmonton had let up in the second 
half and tis may to some extent be 
true, but if they did they took grave 
tisks for Battleford was playing strong 
at the close and even in spite of the ef- 
forts of Edmonton, with a margin of 
only two goals and a brief period to 
play, they might have lost the game. 

A second reason for Battleford’s better 
showing at the latter part of the game 
was ‘their different style of play. In 
the first period their defence was poor, 
the point and edverpoint allowing the 
Edmonton forwards to come in close to 
the goal for shots which were usually 
disastrous, After the resting sell the 
Battleford defence checked ha: with 
the result that the goal keefer had a 
chance to block many of the shots. The 
Battleford forward line also broke away 
more frequently and checked back hard 
when ‘heir opponents were in posession 
0° tae prick, 

The game Was a fairly clean one, es- 
pecially in'the first half. Gilliland of 
Battleford as referee and Burley of Ed- 
monton as judge-of play were satisfactory 
officials. 

Battlefords’ team was about as strong 
ax last winter when they made their tri- 
umphai tour of Edmonton and Strath- 
cona. Edmonton or the other hand hae 
a far upérior aggregation to that oi 
last svason. 

Battleford’s line up was the same, 
with the exception of Shorty Campbell 
late of the Edmonton team and Had- 
dock, as came up the Saskatchewan a 
year ago. Butt in goal did not come up 
to expectations in the first half ‘aainly 
because the Edmonton forwards were 
allowed to bore in too closely upon him 
before shooting. Later in the ganie he 
was given better protection and his work 
was corespondingly superior. McDonald 
and Mcleod, the point and coverpoint, 
were at first weak in checking but visi- 
bly improved as the game proceeded. 
Haddovk as rover and Tobin on left wing 
were the stars o1 the forward line most 
of the goals beiag from the latter's stick.
